experience for the first six months of 
the year showed that 70 per cent or 
over were pedestrian*. Forty-nine 
per cent of the pedestrians were 
under II years of age. 


"In addition to the 493 motor 


vehicle fatalities reported by the 77 
cities, there were also more than, 
16,000 non-fatal personal injury ac- 
cidents. Seventeen ot the cities which 
reported last month, had 61 drown- 
ings. 


"Home accidents were exceedingly 
rare iu Judy.
